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County Road Superintendent’s 
Report 


To the Warden and Members of the seh Council of the 
County of Norfolk: : 


Gentlemen,—I beg leave to submit to you my thirteenth 
annual report on the Norfolk County Road System. 


In accordance with the regulations of the Department I 
have ,prepared the necessary tabulated forms which are re- 
quired under the Highway Improvement Act. The necessary 
resolution ‘will be required in order that the Minister of 
Highways may be petitioned asking that the Government 
Grant on the expenditure made during the year 1929, be paid 
to the mein of Norfolk. 


The. following is a synopsis of the Petition to be pre- 
sented to:the Minister:

The members of this Council who were present during | 
last year will remember that the Road Committee reported 
fully on the road activities at the different sessions and the 
new members will find these reports in the printed minute 
books. While these reports were made it would seem only 
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proper that I should draw to the attention of your honorable 
body to certain features in regard to the Construction and 
Maintenance work of the past year and also in regard to 
the system in general. 


The following are some of the mort important items 
which I wish to discuss fully with you. 


1, The change in the grading of the road with the power 
propelled machinery. | 


2. The continuance of the tar mulch method of main- 


taining road. 


3. Weed Control on roads. 
4. The General Organization. 


5. The desirability of co-operation between the County 
Council, the Road Committee and your County Superin- 


tendent. 


Power Grading 


It was only after considerable investigation that [ re- 
quested the Council of last year to ask the County Road Com- 
mittee to consult with me in this matter, and after investi- 
gation they were instructed to purchase a grading outfit for 
the County Road purposes. The first purchase consisted of 
a 40-H.P. Cletrac tractor, a No. 80 Sawyer-Massey leaning 
wheel grader, together with two automatic scoops for use 
in making cuts and fills. After this outfit had been in opera- 
tion for a few weeks I saw where the cost of grading could 
still be reduced; in the ordinary operation of power grading 
the cuts, after being made are required to be moved toward 
the centre of the grade, in making this operation with the 4o- 
H.P. tractor and large grader we were using an outfit cost- 
ing $5858.90, also two men. I believed that this work could 
be done satisfactorily with a power maintainer propelled with 
a 20-H.P. Cletrac tractor and one man, thus reducing the 
capital involved, less gasoline consumption, and reducing the 
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labor cost by one-half. In addition to this, it allows the 
larger machine to remain at work in the ditch, thus speeding 
up the work. After consideration your committee purchased 
the maintainer equipped with a Cletrac tractor. This consti— 
tutes a good grading outfit and probably only lacks complete- 
ness in regard to automatic scoops. In the case of heavy 
cuts and fills two more could be used advantageously with 
the 40-H.P. tractor. I would also point out that the Cletrac | 
tractor can be removed from the power maintainer and be 
used with the scoops. The total cost of this outfit amounts 
to $11,208.90, and the ratepayer probably has the right to say 
what has been accomplished, and what saving has been made 
as against the previous method? A total of 11 3-4 miles of 
grading was completed at a cost of $3,007.50. Making care- 
ful survey of the work completed by this machinery and 
judging by previous cost of this type of work, I would esti- 
mate the cost of this work by the old method at $15,275.00, 
ora saving of $12,267.50. The total cost of machinery of $11,- 
208.90 deducted from this amount leaves $1,058.60. In addi- 
tion to this the machinery will be available in the spring for 
any work required. Analyzing this cost, the average cost 
per mile is approximately $256.00, but the actual cost will 
depend always on the amount of cut and fill involving the 
using of the tractor and scoops. ‘The scoops have a capacity 
of one cubic yard each, and watching the work on several 
occasions the tractor and scoops are capable of moving as. 
much dirt as twelve teams and scrapers at a cost of $15.00 
per day against about $84.00 with men and teams. 


Tar Mulch Maintenance 


The tar mulch system of maintenance for gravel roads, . 
which was introduced in the Norfolk System in 1928, was 
proceeded with in 1929. Approximately five miles was 
done in 1928. With the exception of one mile this work came 
through last spring in first-class condition, and the average 
maintenance during the past year has not exceeded $20.00 per 
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mile. Some of this may require some slight treatment, but 
not at any great expense. During 1929 twelve miles of gravel 
road was treated with the tar mulch method. Eight miles 
of this work was treated in the ordinary way; the other 4 miles 
was treated somewhat differently. After the tar mulch had 
been applied in the ordinary way, the completed road was 
rolled and retreated with a light coat of tar and treated with 
3-8 gravel, after which it was rolled. With the incoming 
spring we should be able to determine which method should 
be continued; but I believe while there is an additional cost 
in the latter method, it would be probably the most economi- 
cal in the end. 


Weed Control on Roads 


During the past three years consideration has been paid 
te this question, and the Department of Agriculture has co- 
operated with the Department of Public Highways to com- 
pel both counties and townships to keep their roads free from 
weeds.. 


The cost of this operation on the County System has 
averaged $10.00 per mile, or slightly over $2000 per year. 


During the past year we experimented with a chemical 
used for weed destruction. This method not only destroys 
the foliage of the weeds, but also destroys the roots, and it 
is non-poisonous to human beings and animals. If this ma- 
terial is used liberally for a few years the cost of weed cut- 
ting on the County System will be considerably reduced. 


The General Organization 


Organization may be defined as the arranging and get- 
ting into proper working order of all the details necessary to 
complete an operation. The particular operation in which 
we are interested is that of building and maintaining roads, 
and the object of this particular organization should have 
one ideal, and that ideal PUBLIC SERVICE. At the incep- 


tion of the County System we endeavored to form an organi— 
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zation which we believed was proper for the requirements of 
the System, and this type of organization has been fairly 
well conducted. The road system of today is entirely dif- 
ferent to what it was when our organization was first formed. 
Methods of construction and maintenance have materially 
changed, and I believe that it is an appropriate time to con- 
sider the betterment of the present method of organization, 


During the past years I have devoted my energies more 
to Construction work than to the Maintenance, and with one 
or two exceptions the construction organization is good. 
These exceptions are in regard to machinery, and before mak- 
ing a recommendation, I wish to satisfy myself as to the 
best method to be introduced. | 


The advent of the power maintainer, the introduction of 
the tar mulch, together with the question of weed control, 
have brought about a situation which requires a complete 
change in the maintenance organization. The enormous in- 
crease in traffic during the past few years warrants a more 
systematic method and quick attention in repair of roads. 
Under the present organization over thirty patrolmen are 


employed. This at the present time is too many. I am af 


the opinion that this work could be more satisfactorily car- 
ried on by about nine or ten men. The men at present em- 


ployed are more dependant on the results of their farm work. 


than what they earn on the road, and for the benefit and 
advancement of the road proposition it should be the oppo- 
site. One finds a tendency for the road work to be neglected 
when the farm requires attention—and as a rule when the 
farm does not require anything done, the road gets quite a 
lot of attention, and in all probability this is not when the 
road requires it. Again, from an economic standpoint, the 
land should be made to produce to its fulness, and to do this 


properly the attention of the farmer is required to the fullest 


extent. I would be pleased to discuss this matter with your 





Road Committee and have them report to you at your next 
meeting, when the whole matter might be discussed. 


Co-operation 


In addition to the organization for the work, the ques— 
tion of co-operation between the County Council, the Road 
Committee and the Superintendent is most important. The 
success of the road system probably depends more on this co- 
operation than anything else. The expenditure of large sums 
of money is a serious matter, and can be accomplished best 
by all parties responsible for the same giving the best they 
have to understand the situation and the methods ‘adopted 
to carry out the expenditure and working together for the 
mutual welfare of those who contribute the funds. 


The total expenditure on the Provincial Highways in 
the County during 1929 total $148,608.62, of which the County 
of Norfolk will be required to pay to the Province $29,721.72. 
_ This total is sub-divided in the following manner: 


Patrol District Town of Simcoe, $16,057.50. 


Patrol District 2-9—Location from west limits of Sim- 
coe to Oxford-Norfolk line: Construction, $10,993.13; Main- 
tenance, $7,837.42. 


Patrol District 2-11—From west limits of Tillsonburg to 
the Elgin east boundary, 16 miles: Construction, $169.77 ; 
Maintenance $479.65. 


Patrol District 4-18—Norfolk County line westerly to 
Simcoe, 8.85 miles: Construction, $1,375.97; Maintenance, 


$5,551.91. 


Patrol District 4-18A—Norfolk County line southerly to 
Port Dover, 6.09 miles: Construction, $44,595.88; Mainte- 
nance, $4,534.60. 


The cost of construction and maintenance of a road sys- 


tem will depend in a large measure upon the amount of traf- 
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fie using the roads. The traffic census taken by the Depart- 
ment of Public Highways is the guide which we must use in 
this connection, and it is interesting to note that this shows 
a steady increase in traffic from year to year. 


Taking the two most travelled roads on the County Sys- 
tem, Road 24 and Road 9g, the following figures illustrate the 
increase:

The increase is also proportionate on other roads on the 
system, although the number is not so great. 


Then again, the steady increase of cars in the County 
must indicate that there is an increase in traffic, when one 
considers that in 191g the total registration in Norfolk County 
of passenger cars was 1463 and 12 commercial vehicles, 


whereas in 1928. the passenger cars total 4958 and commer-. 


cial vehicles 542, a total increase of 4025 in ten years. 


The construction work, during the past year brought out 
two new phases in County Road work in this County. 


1. The construction of a concrete pavement on Road 
31, and the continuation of the same on a connecting link in 
the Town of Simcoe. Much talk has been indulged in re- 


gard to the policy of the Council in the building, but this” 


question is governed more by the statutes than by the County 
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Council. However, it might be only right to quote figures 
in this connection. The total cost of the pavement for which 
the County Council is responsible is $28,909.23. Of this $11,- 
244.44 was expended on Road 31, and $17,664.79 was expended 
on the connecting link in the Town of Simcoe. The con- 
tractor for this pavement was W. W. King, of Oakville, and 
I desire to say that he spared no expense to carry out the 
work in accordance with the plans, specifications and my in- 
structions. 


2. The construction of three miles of water-bound mac- 
adam road on Road No. 31. This was the first time that a 
water-bound macadam road has been constructed in Norfolk, 
and while the cost far exceeded the estimate, the road, I 
believe, will justify the cost. 


The other construction work, mainly of grading and 
gravelling of roads, also the construction of three reinforced 
concrete bridges, 1-44 ft. Warren Truss Steel Span, 20 ft. 
driveway, and one reinforced concrete culvert. The grading 
was carried out according to the Government standard and 
amounted to 14 3-4 miles. The total road gravelled or stoned 
under construction amounts to 14% miles.

In my report of 1928 I drew attention to certain features 
which I considered dangerous to the travelling public. While 
some of them have been completed, there still remain: 
Bridge on Road 15, north of Townsend Centre. 
One narrow bridge at Port Ryerse on Road 12. | 
One dangerous gully, south of Silver Hill, on Road to, 
A bad condition of approach to the bridge over Big Creek, 
on Concession 11, North Walsingham. This bridge is on the 
road allowance and is built at a curve in the creek. The em- 
-bankment west of the bridge requires to be built up about 
four feet higher as the freshet often goes over the road, mak— 
ing considerable repair necessary. 
\ 
Also two bad gullys at the west end of Road 9 in the 
Township of Houghton. 
Your committee will no doubt have an opportunity to 
view these before bringing in their estimates. In carrying 
out the work during 1929 the county car was driven 18,400 
miles at an average cost of 4% cents per mile. This includes 
gasoline, oil, tires and repairs. ‘ 
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“From the Government returns, I find the total number 
of passenger cars in the Province in 1928 was 429,426, and 
54.714 commercial vehicles, making a grand total of 484,140. 


The gasoline tax for the fiscal year 1928-1929 was $8,- 


4975593-94- 


The total motor vehicle license fees, 1928-1929, $7,848,- 
448.58. 


The estimated expenditures on County Roads for 1929 


is $8,970,760.00. 


~The estimated expenditures on Township Roads for 1929 


1s $6,800,000.00. 


The estimated Government grants to Counties and Town- 
ships for 1929 work, $6,752,380.00. 


From these figures it is deduced that more than one 
per cent. of the motor vehicles in the Province are owned in 


_the County of Norfolk. Considering the geographic location 


and climate conditions in Norfolk, we may say that we use 
automobiles for a longer period than in a large percentage 
of the Province. 


One per cent. of the gasoline tax amounts to $84,975.93, 
calculating this as approximately one-sixth of the cost of 
gasoline. The cost of gasoline tax used by owners of cars 
in the County of Norfolk would be $509,855.58, added to this 
annual expenditure one must take into consideration the 
tires, repairs and replacements, and I believe a fair estimate 
for the total for one year would be over $1,000,000 that the 
people of Norfolk are spending for travel on the highways. 


One cannot but see from these figures the difficulties of main- 


taining the road system of the County. 


In conclusion, [ will be pleased to confer with any mem- 
bers of the Council on matters pertaining to the County or 
Township roads and, I trust I may have the confidence of 
this honorable body of men in carrying out any work you 
may assign to me during the present year.
